C O L U M B U S - O H IO , S E P T E M B E R 4.— ( Associat­ 
ed Press)— President W ilson, opening his country-wide 
speaking tour for tile peace treaty, declared in all address 
here today that his purpose was to “ go out and report to 
my fellow countrymen." 
“ The only people I owe any report,” said the Presi­ 
dent, “ are you and the other citizens of the United States." 
The president said it also seemed “ increasingly ne­ 
cessary” that he should make such a report because he had 
read many speeches about the treaty and was unable to 
gather from them much of what the treaty contained. 
Speaking^ to a crowd which jammed Memorial Mall 
here, the President’s declarations frequently were inter­ 
rupted by cheers. 
It is estimated 5,000 heard him speak. 
The meeting was presided over by Dr, W . O. Thomp­ 
son, president of Ohio State University, and the President 
was introduced bv former Governor Campbell, as “ the first 
citizen of the big, round world. 
Mr. W ilson began by saying that he had ‘‘chafed at 
the confinement of W ashington," and was glad to getj 
out to make his report to the people. 
In the first place, he said, the treaty undertook to] 
punish Germany, but there was no thought to overwhelm­ 
ingly crush any great people. 
“ Restraint has been exercised." he said, and there was 
provision for making the reparation no greater than Ger­ 
many could pay. 
Mr. Wilson said he had been astonished at statements 
made against the treaty and was convinced many were 
made by men who had not read it, or had failed to com­ 
prehend its meaning.
